Henrichs of 2143 Chouteau avenue as an 
attempt to kidnap her 14-months’-old 
daughter, Marie, was frustrated by her 
nursegirl, Barbara Hummel. Though 
just 15 years old, and having come to 
America only a year ago from Germany, 
Barbara, when the kidnaper was about 
to take the child from her, by a ruse 
caused him té leave the room, in which 
she locked herself and her charge. 

The intruder’ escaped down the back 
stairs, while the baby’s father and 
neighbors guarded the front of the 
house. 

Guarded Front Door. 

Mr. Henrichs, his landlord, Julius 
Cytron, and several neighbors, thought 
the kidnaper was locked up in the room 
with Barbara, so they guarded the front 
door until the police arrived. 

Barbara was singing to the child 
at 6 p. m. Wednesday in the front 
room of the second-story flat, when a 
tall, scowling man, wearing a long black 
overcoat and a battered black derby, 
Stole into the room. Clutching the baby 
to her breast, the girl sprang up. * 

The stranger told her in German that 
he wanted to sell her a watch, and asked 
her if there was any money in the house 
She shook her head negatively. 

“Then,” sa.w he, iet me hold the 
baby while you go downstairs and call 
Mrs. Henrichs.”’ 

Barbara refused, holding her charge 
closer to her. With an oath, the in- 
truder sprang to wrest the child from 
her. Barbara cried: 

“I know where you can find a gold 
ring. It’s in the next room.” 

The man hurried into the next room. 
Quickly, Barbara - locked the door 
through which he had passed. 

Refuses to Open Door. 

When he found he had been outwitted, 
the would-be kidnaper beat on the door 
with his fists, and with alternate threats 
and entreaties, attempted in vain to 
persuade her to open the door. 

A few minutes later Miss Lena 
Schultz, a waitress in Henrichs’ resiau- 
rant, went upstairs with the baby’s 
milk. When she saw a strange man in 
the Cytron apartments, she screamed 
and fell downstairs. She ran to 
Mr. Cytron, and told him. there 
was a man in the house. Cytron was 
unable to leave his store, and sent his 
l4-year-old daughter, Maggie, to inves- 
tigate. As she reached the head of the 
Stairs, an arm reached out of the door- 
way and slapped her. Shrieking, she too 
fell downstairs. The stranger then es- 
caped down the back stairs. He had 
taken & $12 gold ring belonging to Mrs. 
Crtron. 

Cytron and neighbors soon arrived, 
and, misled by the information, of

Seek Means to Exforce Law 
The announced object of the maeotizig

‘wets’ was 5000, while the majority for 
the anti-saloon organization totaled 41,- 
180.

There is no means of ascertaining 
whether any one of the hundreds who 
were in the mine when the exp’osion 
occurred is still alive. It is probable 
that it will be hours before rescuers 


can enter. 


Every possible arrangement has been | 


made to care for the survivors, if any 
should be rescued. An emergency hos- 
pital has been fitted up at the mouth of 
the burning shaft, while special trains 
are waiting to rush the wounded to hos- 
pitals. 

The cause of the explosion is as much 
a mystery as is the fate of the men en- 
tombed. There was no warning rumble; 
no man in the mine had a chance to es- 
cape. The detonation was terrific; it 
damaged buildings and broke windows 
throughout a wide area. 

Immediately columns of smoke rose 
from the choked entrance, and by t..e 
time the first rescuers reached the mine 
even the debris on the surface was in 
flames. 

Within a few moments after the ex- 
plosion the mouth of the pit was sur- 
rounded by the frantic relatives of the 
entombed men. In aplie of the flames 
and emoke they would have rushed into 
the mine entrance, which is of the 
“slope” variety, had they not been 
driven back by force. Scores of weep- 
ing women and children are crowded 
ate? the shaft, imploring the rescuers 


to en 
The. ire efforts of the rescuers were 


directed toward conquering the flames. 
Up to 2 o'clock little progress had 
been made. Experienced mine men be- 
lieve the entire interior is in flames, and 
they believe none of the entombed 
workmen can emerge alive. 

The first estimate of the number of 
men in the mine when the explosion oc- 
curred was #0.- Later it was stated that 
the number probably would reach 60. 
The superintendent of the mine had just 
gone into the shaft to investigate re- 
ports that some of the passages were 
unsafe, and was trapepd by the explo- 
sion.

He was the first blind student who ever 
received a bachelor’s degree from the 
university. 

Clark is 23 years old. He was private- 


ly educated in the common = school 
branches and later graduated from the 





Pontiac (1U.) High School. He made 
h's progress through the university in 
the alloted four years. Latin and Greek 
were the specialties in the curriculum 
which Clark sought. .With the Greek 


script he found much trouble at first, 
but soon overcame the handicap and in 
his last course in Greek he proved to 
be the best student in his class. 
Clark has been one of the most con- 
spicuous figures on the campus since 
he entered in the fall of 1903. At first 
he was assisted from building to build- 
ing and from elassroom to classroom by 
friends, but after a year’s residence he 
dispensed with this service and found 





his own way, even going to the libraries 
and ee among reference books.

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—Dispatches re- 
ceived by the Pinkerton Detective 
Agency here confirm the news that 
William F. Walker, the absconding 
treasurer of the New Britain (Conn.) 
Savings Bank has been captured at a 
mining camp 150 miles from Ensanaba, 
Lower California. He has admitted his 
identity and has agreed to return to the 
United States without requisition papers. 

Walker was identified by the American 
Consul at En-anaba fre. a. nicture 
which had been sent broadcast. Before 
his arrest could be arranged he became 
suspicious and fled to the mountains. 
The search for him lasted several weeks, 
being conducted by Pinkerton operatives 


' from San Diego, Cal., assisted by Mexi- 


cans. 

So far as can be learned, Walker was 
almost penniless when caught. Of the 
money and securities which disappeared 
Britain Bank when he 
left, nothing can be found. 

Walker creeted the officers with a 
heavy iver in his hand. Before he 
had 1: .» raise the weapon the de- 
tective had him covered. Walker's nerve 
was completely gone and he turned and 
ran. When overtaken he turned his re- 
volver on himself, but the detective 
wrested it from his hand before he 
could pull the trigger. 

;Later the detective knocked a ‘bottle 
@f poison from his hand as he was about 
tb drink. | 
-i*Iam William Walker,” he answered, 
“but I never took those securities.” 

He Had Been in China, 

He gave a rambling account of his 
wanderings since he left the East and 
of his travels in China, where he first 
Sought refuge. The constant fear of 
capture, the loneliness and the hard- 
ships he has undergone have turned 
Walker into a mere wreck of a man. 

Walker was prominent in church work 
and was treasurer of the Connecticut 
Baptist convention. After his disappear- 
ance last February it was discovered 
that securities worth $665,000 had been 
stolen from the savings bank and that 


the Baptist convention had also lost $56,- 
000. This church shortage was after- 
Wards made up by Walker's friends. 


’ Walker came to this city after leav- 


b-e« New Britain. He had made frequent 


‘trips here to see physicians as he had 


long been a sufferer from ~ kidney 
trouble. His absence did not arouse 
su on for some time or until an in- 
ves tion showed that a telegram re- 
ceived by his son and saying that 


Walker had been injured and was in a 


hospital here was untrue. 
alker Was born in Andover, Conn., 
the son of Rev. William C. Walker, 
stor of the First Baptist Church at 
ew Britain during the Civil War. He 
Was made treasurer of the savings bank 
in 1879. He was also a director of the 
New. Britain Nae Bank. His fem- 

fly lives in New Britain. 

The New Britain authorities believe 
that many of the securities stolen by 
Walker will be recovered. Some of tne 
railroad bonds have not been nego- 
tlated and it is thought Walker knows 
where they are. He is believed to have 
lost many of the securities through a 
gang of wire tappers in this city. 

One of these men ts now under arrest 
and it is expected that Walker will be 
used as a witness against him when bis 
Case Comes up in January.

Sara ’tends the baby, washes it 
and feeds it and cooks what there is 
to eat in the house, then she looks after 
Napoli, the small boy, and sends Guil- 
lermo, the little wood merchant, away 
to his work with whatever she can give 
him to eat. After this she has nothing 
to do except to wait on her mother and 
take care of the baby. 

The accompanying photograph was 
obtained only after the big Italian po- 
liceman on the beat explained that it 
was for the Christmas Festival Fund, 
and had given her consent, for Sara 
could be moved neither by bribes nor 
blandishments, and the taking of the 
picture was accompanied by as much 
excitement in the alley as if a fire were 
in progress or a murder had been com- 
mitted. 

They Will See Santa Claus. 

But when Sara knew she was going 
to have a Christmas basket, with chick- 
ens and other good things to cook for 
her family, she almost danced with the 
joy of it. She said that she would take 
the children to Fifteenth and Carr 
streets, to the Memorial Tabernacle, on 
Christmas day, to see Santa Claus and 
get them each a toy. 

As for herself, she seemed to think 
the bambino, as she called the baby, 
was sufficient for her. 

In the alley were found several fam- 
ilies without a masculine breadwinner 
and plenty of babies for whom the 
Christmas Festival Fund is intended, 
and there will be such Christmas din- 
ners there as never were ‘imagined be- 
fore. But in the length of the alley 
there is no such interesting person as 
Sara, the ‘ittle mother’ of the Na-

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—A. N. Burbank, 
president of the International Paper 
Co,, announced today that the company 

“had practically completed the purchase 
of a tract of 560 square miles of spruce 
lands in New Brunswick, containing 350,- 
900 acres. 

“We have been compelled to advance 
the price of paper for 1908 delivery,” he 
said. “Newspaper is now quoted to the 
largest consumers at from 2% to 2% 
cents a pound. A year ago it sold at 2 
cents a pound. 

. “The. advance in spruce has been be- 
«yond the control of the International or 
any other paper company. It is very 
scarce, as can be judged by the fact 
that the price has almost trebled in the, 
last 10 years. Spruce is quoted at $10 a 

cord, plus the freight. It has sold as 
high as $14-in the last few weeks, and 
in Canada we are paying $10 a. cord 
‘without freight. This phenomenal ad- 
vance, with the advance in wages, has 
forced all companies to mark up the 
price of paper.”
